Washington, Dec. ll.—Pending the 
preparation of the next appropriation 
bill, the house again devoted its time 
to the consideration of bills on the cal­ 
endar, but only two were passed during 
the four-hour session. One was a bill 
to secure to musical compositions the 
same measure of protection under the 
copyright law as is now afforded pro­ 
ductions of strictly dramatic character, 
and to add, by proper court injunction 
processes, this protection .to the au­ 
thors of dramatic and operatic works. 
A bill to prohibit the sale of liquor 
in the capitol building was also passed.

Vigo, Dec. ll.—Crashing through the 
mist into the Corrubedo rocks off the 
northwestern coast of Spain, the North 
3erm&n Lloyd steamship Saliere foun­ 
dered in a few minutes Wednesday, and 
all on board were lost. Two hundred 
and ten passengers were on board, and 
the crew consisted of sixty-five men. 
There was no time to take to the boats, 
and all went down with the ship. 
News of the terrible disaster floated 
to Villagarcia with the tide. An over­ 
turned boat with the name of the ves­ 
sel painted on the stern, spars and 
planks torn from the ship as it crashed 
into the rocks, were swept to shore as 
silent witnesses of the fate of passen­ 
gers and crew. Not one human being 
on board was able to reach safety, 
though it may be possible some were 
picked up by passing vessels. The sink­ 
ing of the Saliere may be one of the 
mysteries of the sea. 
The Saliere was bound from Bremen 
to Buenos Ayres, by way of Corunna 
and Villagarcia. Advices from Bremen 
and Corunna state that the passengers 
were mostly in the steerage, and con­ 
sisted of 113 Russians, thirty-five Gali­ 
cians, sixty-one* Spaniards 
and

German. 
The vessel had put 
in at 
Corunna, and was heading eastward 
for Villagarcia when it crashed into the 
jagged rocks, which are always given 
a wide berth by mariners. 
Just why and how the miscalculation 
was made which swung the Saliere one 
point too close to the terrible reef may 
never be known. The only explana­ 
tion that an ocean mist shut out the 
accurate bearings being taken. 
Villagarcia has a harbor on the south 
coast of the Bay of Arosa. 
Right in 
the mouth of the bay the Corrubedo 
rocks rear their jagged heads out of the 
sea. 
Many a vessel has met its doom 
on the reefs and mariners always go an 
extra point out of the way rather than 
court an intimate acquaintance with 
what is called the terrible guardian of 
the Bay of Arosa. 
The Saliere swung 
eastward, and, pursuing the ordinary 
course, would have gone south of the 
Corrubedo and then northeasterly to 
the harbor of Villagarcia.

Washington, Dec. ll.—Attorney-Gen­ 
eral Harmon in his annual report to 
congress expresses his satisfaction at 
the results so far as obtained of the 
new salary system which displaced the 
old fee system July I of the present 
year. 
The attorney-general points out two 
defects in the criminal laws to which 
the attention of congress is invited 
“The first," he says, “is the unneces­ 
sary and unfortunate confusion of oui 
criminal legislation. Cases arise which 
ought to be covered by the law, but 
are not, and the same offense is visited 
with various degrees of punishment, 
not determined by any difference in 
criminality, but merely by the fact that 
the various statutes relating to specific* 
instances of the offenses were drafted 
by different men and at different times. 
“I think that a new crimes act should 
be passed as speedily as possible, which 
should contain provisions simple, easily 
understood and general in their scope) 
that a uniform system of punishment 
should thus be provided and that aa 
to cases arising in the future present 
laws relating to these crimes should bf 
repealed. 
The work could be easily 
and quickly performed by a commis­ 
sion. 
“The second defect is the unfortunate 
results of the present law governing 
writs of error to the supreme court in 
criminal cases.

smith he fitted himself for college at 
Potsdam Academy, N. 
Y. entering 
Middleburg college in 1334 and Am­ 
herst in 1 8 3 ^ graduating 
from that 
institution in 1838. 
The next three 
yeses were spent in the 
Andover 
Theological Seminary from which he 
graduated in 1841. 
He was ordained 
at Greensboro, Vt. Nov. I 841. 
He 
was sent as a missionary to the Gab­ 
oon mission in S. W. Central Africa by 
the A. B. 0. F. M. in 1843 remaining 
until 1371 only returning home as 
was necessary to regain his health. 
Nov. 
30, 
1841, he 
was marrisd 
to 
Prudence, daughter of Samuel 
Richardson of Dracut, who died in 
Gaboon, Africa, May 2, 1842. 
During 
his return he was again married Oct. 
29, 1845, to Lowish Lewis, daughter of 
Peter Shumway of Oxford, who died 
in Qaboon, April 23, 1848. 
Sept. 30, 
1857, he was again married to esther 
inc Hardcsstle, of New York city, who 
died in Milton Get. 27, 1877. 
He had 
no children, but in his old age he had 
his niece. Miss Lucy Walker, one who 
filled the place of a daughter to him, 
tenderly caring for him until the end. 
From 1872 to 1377 he was employee. 
by the A. B. C. F. M. to speak on mis 
aions in the United States. 
In 1879, 
being then 71 years of age, he return 
ed again to Africa, under the direction 
of the Presbyterian Board of Foreign 
Missions, remaining till 1883, during 
which time bs completed bis work in 
the language, and held the office of 
United States commercial agent at 
Baboon. 
He translated twenty-one 
books of the Bible (something over 
throe-fourths of the whole in balk) in­ 
to the M pong we tongue, after having 
reduced the language to writing and 
forming a grammar. 
He also trans­ 
it e d a large number of hymns and 
compiled a hymn book. 
Altogether 
he has spent a third of a century al­ 
most upon the equator. 
He was a 
member of the Oris a tai society, and 
when he wished to be dropped for not 
keeping up his dues, they refused to 
grant 
his 
request, 
but retained 
him as a member, because of his valu­ 
able contribution to language. 
He was pastor of the Milton Congre­ 
gational church from 1888 to 1891, 
and that without remuneration, with 
the exception of the last year, in 
order to assist the society which was 
at that time heavily ia debt.
